tions from 12 years ago, however, 
prove that the Kleinites have not 
changed the Tory party. They have 
changed the Alberta government, 
but not enough to justify the term 
revolution that they like to throw 
around. More significant for 
Albertans today is what has not 
changed under the Kleinites. 

Before Klein won the leadership, 
Albertans believed the province's 
financial problems were a combina- 
tion of falling revenues and rising, 
spending. The Kleinites ridiculed us 
into accepting that out-of-control 
spending was the only reason for 
government deficits. Seven straight 
years of increased spending and 
budget surpluses have put the 
spending rhetoric to bed. The 
Kleinites now look like federal 
Liberals — slammed by interest 
groups and the left for not spending 
enough and beaten up by real fiscal 
conservatives for extravagant spend- 
ing. 
The style of spending has changed 
under Klein. Most new money out- 
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Klein’s revolution remains a lie, Alberta is still an oil republic 


remains a problem. In 1992, then 
treasurer Dick Johnston consistently 
overestimated the average price of 
oil and gas and watched his bal- 
anced budgets sink into a sea of red. 
Klein’s treasurers have turned 
Johnston’s crystal ball upside down. 
Their predictions are as purposefully 
wrong as Johnston's, except their 
budgets end up bloated with black 
ink. 


Oil and gas royalties were a hot 
topic 12 years ago. One of the 1992 
leadership contenders, then energy 
minister Rick Orman, had just 
restructured the royalty regime of 
former premier Peter Lougheed to 
help the floundering energy indus- 

. Alberta’s cut on oil and gas was 
reduced to help struggling compa- 
nies cope with the low oil prices of 
the early ‘90s. Those tough times are 
a dim memory for the oil patch, but 
any suggestion of ramping up royal- 
ties again is treated with the now 
trademark Klein ridicule and indus- 
try threats of layoffs. 

New sources of revenue have 
risen to challenge oil. Natural gas is 
now the king of resource revenues, 
and gambling profits fight with oil 
revenues for second place every 
year. Sadly, gambling represents the 
only successful diversification of 
Alberta’s economy under Klein’s 
stewardship. Parasitical addiction 
industries aside, Alberta remains the 
shock-susceptible, commodity-dri- 
ven hinterland economy it was 12, or 
even 30, years ago. 

The Kleinites have centralized 
government power to an unprece- 
dented degree. In 1992, hospital and 
college administrators, school princi- 
pals and school boards actually 
made financial decisions. Today, the 
provincial government controls their 
lives. Regional health authorities 
were created to be closely managed 
middle-persons that keep spending 
under control. College and universi- 
ty base funding was cut or frozen — 
replaced with one-time funding 
directed to provincial-government 
priorities. Taxation powers were 
taken away from school boards and 
municipalities were forced to 
become provincial school-tax collec- 
tors. Despite all the control, the 
Kleinites have been bailing health 
and school authorities out of deficits 
for years. 

Within government, the control 
Lougheed had over his government 
was reasserted. Klein ministers stick 
to the key messages or have their 
hands slapped. MLAs do not speak 
out of turn for fear of losing a com- 
mittee appointment or a goodie for 
their riding. According to former 
Klein staffer Peter Elzinga, only 
three people can change the direc- 
tion of government policy: Klein, his 
wife and Elzinga (now replaced by 
Steve West). 

The control seeps through Alberta 
society the way it did in the 
Lougheed years. The Kleinites have 
produced business plans, govern- 
ment strategies and now 20-year 
plans, but little has truly changed in 
Alberta and there is little hope it will 
change anytime soon. The Tories _ 
have money, people and Ralph’s 
world.

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Our patient Canadian cousins 


An American casts an eye northwards and likes what he sees 


FOUR YEARS AGO, STEVEN 
Pearlstein of the Washington Post 
wrote a long essay to end his tour as 
Canadian correspondent. His 

loomy assessment of Canada’s 
future as a self-governing, indepen- 
dent country contained this remark- 
able reflection on its past: 

“Over the years, Canadians might 
have coalesced around a shared 
sense of history but for the fact that 
they have so little of it they consider 
worth remembering. The country 
never fought a revolution or a civil 
war, pioneered no great social or 

litical movement, produced no 

t world leader and committed 
no memorable atrocities—as one 
writer put it, Canada has no 
Lincolns, no Gettysburgs and no 
sburg addresses.” 

To which Carleton University his- 
tory professor Blair Nearby respond- 
ed with customary Canadian 
restraint, “If history is wars and con- 
frontation and winner-take-all deci- 
sions, then we don’t have very much 
of that... But if you think that history 
can bea record of individuals arriv- 
ing at decisions through consensus, 
negotiation or through the political 
system, then we have a pretty long 
and commendable record.” 

Indeed they do. 


CONTINENTAL DIVIDE 

The U.S. and Canada share a com- 
mon border and much else. We are 
alike ethnically and economically. 
We eat the same foods. We watch 
the same movies. We speak the same 
language. But we think and act dif- 
ferently. And this difference has 
become more and more evident in 
recent months. 

Both the United States and 
Canada uncoupled from Britain. 
America did so rapidly and violent- 
ly. Canada did so gradually and 
peacefully. Canada did not achieve 
sovereignty until 1867. One might 
argue that in this case haste made 
waste. Our initial attempt at nation 
building proved catastrophic. In 
1861-1865, DP rureiian 600,000 
Americans lost their lives in the Civil 


War, a greater number of deaths 
than occurred in all the other wars 
we have fought put together. 

Contrary to the conventional wis- 
dom it appears that Canadians, not 
Americans, are more willing to inno- 
vate and take risks, at least in public 
policy. Consider the different strate- 
gies our two countries have 
embraced to provide health care to 
our residents. 

Americans and Canadians began 
debating the idea of universal health 
care in the 1930s. On this side of the 
border, President Roosevelt aban- 
doned the idea. Thirty years later 
President Kennedy raised the idea 
again only to abandon it under pres- 
sure from critics like Ronald Reagan 
who called it “Marxist.” Thirty years 
later President Clinton refused to 
allow national health insurance to 
become a part of his health care ini- 
tiative. Reportedly, he and Hilary 
concluded it would amount to polliti- 
cal suicide. 

On the northern side of the bor- 
der, Canadian provinces began cre- 
ating pilot universal health care sys- 
tems in the 1930s and 1940s. The 
insurance plans first covered hospi- 
tals and then doctors. In 1965, the 
entire country embraced a health 
care plan that was uniquely 
Canadian. Authority over the kinds 
of services provided was left in the 
hands of individual provinces. 
Private hospitals and doctors, not 
the state, delivered the services. 
Patients could choose their doctor. 
The system was non-profit. A single 
insurance company paid the bills. 


COUNTING THE COSTS 

At the time Canada embraced 
national health insurance, it was 
spending about the same percentage 
of its budget on health care as the 
USS. Today it spends a third less. 
And while all Canadians are cov- 
ered, in the U.S. some 45 million 
Americans lack health insurance. 

National health insurance allows 
Canadians greater freedom and lati- 
tude to plan their lives. No one in 
Canada takes a job or remains ina 


job because of its health benefits. 
Canadians do not strike over lack of 
health coverage. 

By not tying health insurance to 
the job, Canadian businesses have 
become more competitive. In the 
U.S., automakers spend about $1,200 
per car on health insurance. In 
Canada, the cost is about $120 per 


Last month a Canadian federal 
judge muled that the sharing of music 
via the Internet isn’t theft and 
doesn’t violate copyright laws. The 
same day the judge handed down 
that decision, the U.S. House judicia- 
ry committee approved the Piracy 
Deterrence and Education Act of 
2004. The Act imposes fines of up to 
$250,000 and three years jail time for 
anyone sharing music. 


COOL UNDER THE COLLAR 
In 1969, Canada liberalized its 
abortion law at the same time as a 





car, In November 2002, officials from 
Ford, GM and DaimlerChrysler 
wrote Canadian policymakers urg- 
ing them to maintain and strengthen 
their national health system. “The 
public health system significantly 
reduces total labor costs... compared 
to the cost of equivalent private 
health insurance services purchased 
by U.S.-based automakers.” 

Needless to say, the car compa- 
nies did not send a similar letter to 
American policy makers. 

Canadians make different deci- 
sions than we do about the impor- 
tance of privacy and public access. In 
the US,, life can be patented. Last 
year the Canadian Supreme Court 
ruled that in Canada it cannot. Life is 
not property north of the border. 

























growing number of U.S. states were 
doing so. Initially the procedure 
required approval of a Canadian 
hospital's Therapeutic Abortion 
Committee. But when that process 
resulted in unequal access, the 
Canadian Supreme Court threw out 
the entire law. Efforts to recriminal- 
ize abortion failed, which means 
Canada is the only democratic 
industrialized nation in the world 
with no laws restricting abortion. 
Meanwhile American legislatures 
and courts have made it increasingly 
difficult for poor and rural women 
to have access to this procedure. 
Interestingly Canada’s abortion rate 
is much lower than that of the U.S. 
Its rates of abortion-related compli- 
cations and maternal mortality are 
among the lowest in the world. 

The debate about same-sex mar- 
riage is occurring in both Canada 
and the U.S. but the intensity and 
nature of the debate are very differ- 
ent. Just as Massachusetts recently 


declared gay marriage legal in that 


state so have the Canadian 
of Ontario, British 
lumbia and Quebec. In Canada, 
there’s no move to alter the 
Canadian constitution to prohibit

They’re sure they have time 

There’s one more issue on which 
Canada and the U.S. take dramati- 
cally different positions: internation- 
alism. After Canada refused to join 
the Anglo-American invasion of 
Iraq, radio talk show hosts maligned 
Canada ina tone almost as disre- 
spectful and colorful as the one they 
used to criticize France. 

Canadians responded that they 
were not afraid to fight. Indeed, they 
noted that unlike the U.S. Canada 
did not have to be attacked before it 
sent troops to defend democracy 
against Hitler and Mussolini. 


PLAYS WELL WITH OTHERS 

It was not military action per se 
but unilateral action that Canada 
opposed. The U.S. sees coalitions as 
weakening its influence. This is why 
we rarely join international organi- 
zations unless we have veto or dom- 
inant power (e.g. World Bank, IMF, 
United Nations). Canada, on the 
other hand, doesn’t seek a dominant 
hand. It believes that coalitions mul- 
tiply capacity rather than weaken it. 

Canada has been a leading advo- 
cate of the landmine conventions 
and International Criminal Court, 
neither of which the U.S. has joined. 
The names of the Canadian cities 
that hatched the plans to reduce 
ozone formation and greenhouse 
gas buildup are etched into the his- 
tory of several of the key treaties 
themselves; the Montreal Protocol, 
the Toronto Atmospheric Accord. 

Under President Clinton, the U.S. 
Senate passed a resolution 98-0 
declaring our unwillingness to sign 
the Kyoto protocol. In one of his first 
acts in office, President Bush formal- 
ly withdrew from the negotiating 
process itself. A little more than a 
year later Canada became the 100th 
country to ratify the Kyoto Protocol. 
Jean Chrétien, then Canada’s Prime 
Minister, gave this advice to 
Environmental Minister David 
Anderson who was to present the 
documents to the United Nations. 
“You say to them, Canada is a good 
citizen of the world.” 


BEHIND THE ODDBALL 

Canadians march toa different 
drummer. Which doesn’t mean they 
march in lockstep. Debates can be as 
stormy north of the border as south. 
After Parliament's decision to ratify 
Kyoto, Alberta, the Texas of Canada, 
spearheaded national opposition. 
Gay marriage has come under attack 
by various religious groups. There is 
a determined effort in several 
provinces to privatize parts of the 
Canadian health care system. 

Vigorous debate simply affirms 
that democracy is alive and well in 
our northern neighbor. We are a 
democracy too. But perhaps less 
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IN 1983, A VOLLEYBALL TEAM OF 
Hutus and Tutsis from Rwanda were 
given a rare opportunity to travel to 
Canada to play in the World University 
Games in Edmonton. Most believed they 
would return to Rwanda to live out their 
days, but the 1994 genocide changed 
their plans. I sought out the team I'd 
met, aged seven, and uncovered a Prime 
Minister, an American who longs to but 
won't return, and a Canadian coach who 
can’t bear to hear about those who have 
died. 

I tracked Yves Boily down on the 
phone in his office at Caisse 
Desjardins in Quebec City months 
later. He was happy to chat with me 
in his thickly-accented, clean 
English. His voice was as I might 
have imagined from the old newspa- 
per articles I’d read: congenial and 
wry, but tinged by the sadness of his 
attachment to Rwanda, and his 
team. Boily taught at the National 
University in Butare for nine years, 
from 1974-83, after years of teaching 
in West Africa. He is married toa 
Rwandan woman, and returns there 
often to work on microfinance pro- 
jects for Caisse Desjardins. Now 57, 
he jovially acknowledges that he is 
known to many in the country as the 
“volleyball pioneer of Rwanda.” 

Boily founded and coached the 
formal university program during 
his time there. When the govern- 
ment decided to send a team to 
Edmonton, it asked him to act as. an 
assistant coach and liaison. In the 
years before the civil war, he trav- 
eled to the country ona regular 
basis. “Two months before the geno- 
cide, I was there,” he says. “I could 
feel the tension. It was very, very 
difficult to work there.” One of his 
best friends, a woman from Quebec 
who had taught with him at the uni- 
versity and later married a govern- 
ment minister, was killed along with 
her two children. Friends he'd made 
through work were also in danger. 
“1 was on the phone with the direc- 
tor of the project and tried to finda 
way to save his life,” he says. 

That man, Robert Bayigamba, 
escaped the genocide, and is now 
Rwanda‘s Minister of Sports. Boily 
still counts Lyambabaje among his 
closest friends, and the two get 
together for a set of tennis whenever 
he is in the country. He also reunited 
briefly with the Prime Minister years

back to talk about old times. The 
protocol, he says, made the experi- 
ence more interesting than the aver- 
age reunion. Boily could bring no 
one else to life for me. In Rwanda, he 
has actively avoided asking about 
players he coached who might have 
died. “TI will tell you frankly,” he 
says. “I don’t want to know.” 


THE US HAS HIS BODY, BUT 
NOT HIS HEART 

I reached Abdul Kamanzi, now a 
statistical programming consultant 
in St. Louis, at his home three 
months later. Kamanzi’s ties to the 
Rwandan team are as strong as 
Boily’s, and he speaks excitedly 
about those days, his voice rising 
and falling musically. He spent 
countless hours with his university 
teammates, practicing up to four 
times a week after school and on 
weekends. He became the team’s 
coach after Boily left, with Makuza 
and then Lyambabaje taking on the 
position after him. Kamanzi retains 
something of the expatriate’s long- 
ing for his home country, keeping 
up on news via the Internet and 
phone. He had also done his best to 
keep tabs on his teammates. 

As | went through a roster I'd dug 
up ata University of Alberta library, 
he resurrected the other 11 team mem- 
bers from his memory. Four lived in 
Europe. Most others had stayed in 
Rwanda, or fled and returned home 
later. He knew about Makuza and 
Boily, and filled in the details about 
what had happened to Lyambabaje. 
The two of them were childhood 
friends, and were teaching at the 
National University before the geno- 
cide began. As former citizens of 
Nyanza, a town thought to produce 
Tutsi sympathizers because of a long 
tradition of intermarriage, they were 
in danger in Butare. Kamanzi and his 
family were able to hide out in their 
off-campus house, but Lyambabaje, 
who lived on-campus, had to seek 
refuge elsewhere. “I believe Alexandre 
was evacuated by the French,”

Kamanzi says. “I don’t know how he 
got in touch with them... It was lucky 
because there were some people who 
were really after him.” 

Others were not so fortunate. Two 
brothers from the team, Antoine and 
Dominique Sebalinda, were living 
with their family in Butare at the 
same time as Kamanzi and 
Lyambabaje. Kamanzi has heard 
from friends that all but Antoine 
were killed in the war. Dominique, 
he believes, was among the first peo- 
ple killed in Butare. Another team- 
mate, Alphonse Nkusi, also died 
during the war. 

Kamanzi isn’t sure if Alphonse’s 
death was related to the genocide. 
“He was really living a debonair 
kind of life’’ Kamanzi says. “He was 
a Tutsi, too. I’m not sure whether he 
died of alcoholism or AIDS, or [was] 
killed during the war.” 


TRIP TO EDMONTON ABOUT 
NEW ATTITUDES 
Kamanzi retains fond memories of 
the trip to Edmonton, notably of 
shaking hands with Prince Philip and 
Princess Diana during the opening 
ceremonies, and of the high school 
kids who toured the team around the 
city.

This was 
not only because of the team, but 
because I saw how fortunate many of 
them were to have come to Canada 
in 1983, and for most to have had the 
option to flee. wondered about the 
many Rwandans who could afford 
neither the car, nor the gas to escape; 
and for the ones who could, what 
their lives became outside their 
homeland. 

In Rwanda, the night falls fast; it 
had taken the tragedy of the genocide 
for these people to experience a 
world outside their own. 

When I asked Kamanzi if he had 
planned to stay in Rwanda after the 
Edmonton trip, he grew thoughtful 
once more. “You know, before the 
war, Rwandans never stayed outside 
the country,” he says. “You would go 
out, study, go home.” And after the 
war? A difficult, profound change. 
“We were born in Rwanda, and we 
were meant to grow there, live there, 
and die there,” Kamanzi says. “But 
now, by this unfortunate opportunity ~ 
brought by the war, people have 
gone outside the country. They've 
seen what is outside...1 don’t think I 
will ever go back to Rwanda to live.”

And in small town Alberta, it 
can be even more difficult for an 
artistic soul to gather the tools 
they need. Fortunately for such 
individuals, NOA occurs 
throughout Western Canada, 
showcasing local artists from 
Vancouver to Grand Prairie, and 
many places in between. In this 
way the festival introduces the 
public to the artists in its commu- 
nity and provides an effective 
network for the artists.

DAUBE, CASSOULET, SAUCE 
béchamel, cog au vin, and all the 
other manifestations of French cui- 
sine are the accoutrements of the 
good life. Ironic that the chef who 
codified these and other recipes and 
went on to be known as le chef des 
rois et le roi des chefs came of age dur- 
ing the era of liberty, fraternity, 
equality... to wit, the French 
Revolution. 

He was Antonin Careme, and his 
story is the centerpiece of the inven- 
tive, magically macabre, always deli- 
cious production The Last Supper of 
Antonin Careme. This piece by 
Calgary's Old Trout Puppet 
Workshop is the final presentation in 
Catalyst’s Blind Dates with Theatre 
series. 

Imagine if you will a huge puppet 
stage, decorated with reproductions 
of da Vinci's Temptation of Adam and 
the Expulsion from Eden and also a 
painting of the empty room wherein 
his depiction Last Supper is set. The 
central cartouche names the seasons 
of the chefs life, starting with spring. 
As the lights go up on-stage, the 
empty Last Supper flips down reveal- 
ing an exquisite miniature prosceni- 
um complete with singing cherubs 
and a sign reading Bon Appetit! 

It sets the stage beautifully for the 
sometimes bewildering magic that 
unfolds. The story is simple 
enough... Careme is abandoned by 
his father outside Paris, is taken in 
by a mysterious baker and his wife 
who have hidden an aristocrat in the 
kitchen cabinet. As the tiny Antonin 





grows, he begins to interact with this 
mysterious aristo, and in the process 
learns many, many recipes. He 
achieves the stature of a Directoire 
Emeril and comes to the end of his 
life. 

Simple enough on the surface, but

I WAS A BIT LEERY AS I SET OFF 
to partake of Theatre Network’s All 
Clear, Eugene Stickland’s contempo- 
rary riff on post-9-11 Apocalypse- 
hysteria. 

Given my formative years in the 
Cold War-saturated late ’70s/early 
‘80s, intellectually stuffed on sober- 
ing fare like Jonathan Schell’s “The 
Fate of the Earth” and indulging in 
loads of end-of-the-world medita- 
tions (which came depressingly easi- 
ly, as did the over-the-top nuclear- 
anxiety dreams), I feel I’ve long paid 
my end-of-days dues. 

Thus, I was far from moved by 
our current love affair with 

-9-11 hysteria and far from sure 
is collective terrorist-induced over- 


evening. 

But, after seeing Stickland’s sur- 
prisingly jaunty and well-produced 
work I have to report that most of 
my fears were for naught. 

Stickland has managed to lightly 
and delightfully skewer our era’ s 
overwrought and free-floating 
Apocalyptic fears (you know what I 
mean: the au courant all-purpose 
panic thats blurs vague pop prophe- 
cies like The Bible Code with the semi- 
serious Orientalist-fueled-anti-terror- 
ist-angst that passes for politics in 
some circles) in a way that mainly 
manages to respect the terror-soaked 
source in its own rights while using 
this wildly current trope for good 
theatrical ends. 

The scenario: a mysterious orange 
cloud sweeps over Alberta (and per- 
haps the globe) trapping the Ford 
family (parents Delaney and - 
Maddie, played by Marianne 
Copithorne and John Wright; chil- 
dren Bobby and Billie, played by 
Jesse Gervais and Vanessa Holmes

the Trouts have used the plot like 
cake, layering it with symbol and 
spectacle.

It doesn’t take long to figure out 
that this family was paralyzed with 
anxiety way before the worldwide 
gas attack began, especially Delaney 
and Maddie, mired in their loveless 
sinkhole sham of a marriage. 

The lot of them boast personal 
world views as skewed as the mini- 
malist raked set (designed by David 
Fraser and dominated by free-float- 
ing, plastic-covered doors and win- 
dows) on which they all delicately 
(and not-so-delicately) teeter. The 
overall claustrophobic feeling of the 
play—both psychological and situa- 
tional—is wondrously underlined 
by a deeply disturbing shock-and- 
awe soundscape by Dave Clarke. 

My favourite performances had to 


‘be Copithorne and Wright's take on 


the senior Fords’ two-decades worth 
of slow-simmering pent-up rage, 
and Jesse Gervais’ amazingly subtle 
portrayal of a not-so-subtle descent 
into overblown mytho-poetic mad- 
ness by the colour-orange and 7-11 
besotted Bobby. 

The production isn’t without 
flaws. 

Stickland has a nasty habit of 
pulling metaphoric punches and 
passing off the vague as a universal, 
such as giving absolutely no expla- 
nation for the crisis at hand, which 

t seems odd given the play’s 
ine ie, the meron ble 
events. 

T was also not happy with an emo- 
tionally over-dramatic ending and a 
__ failure to fully deconstruct rea and 
consumer culture in the play's more :

voking. 

The smell of baking bread wafts 
through the Catalyst space, as the 
puppeteers, literally wearing their 
creations, present the story. Bread is 
baked, and as the loaves near com- 
pletion, the wailing of infants 
escapes from the wood-fired oven. A 
warthog-like official is placated with 
the offering of bread and the rebel- 
lious Careme whips up an inedible 
angel of flour and water. There’s 
something sacramental at play here, 
especially when the mysterious aris- 
tocrat, the bestower of recipes, is 
guillotined centre stage. 

The Trouts’ stagecraft is undeni- 
able. Some touches will have your 
inner five year old crowing in 
delight. A street-scene is played in 
miniature in the small stage and as 
the tiny puppet turns its back to 
open a door, the full size character 
enters in the large upper playing 
space. Later Careme climbs up on 
the rooftops of Paris, dragging one 
of his monumental creations behind 
him. 

It’s an engrossing theatrical expe- 
rience, albeit bewildering. However, 
like all good cooking this Supper is 
well seasoned and, in the end, is eas- 
ily digested while the onlooker 
chews over the ideas. ‘

keep. It’s not the killing of Bill we're 
talkin’ about here, although the 
trailers told us, “In 2003 Uma 
Thurman will kill Bill.” (Sure we 
waited ‘til 2004, but she killed him 
all right). No, it’s the other things 
Kill Bill: Volume 7 promised that just 
didn’t pay off. 

KB1 is an epic work of exploita- 
tion fetish in which the ultimate 
movie geek’s wet dreams are given 
A-list talent, incredible cinematog- 
raphy, a killer soundtrack, and all 
the other necessary resources of a 
major Hollywood project. Crack 
assassin “The Bride” (Uma 


— Thurman) wakes from a lengthy 


coma and sets about killing the 
crew that massacred her wedding 
party and tried their best to off 
oni she was pregnant, no 
less. The non-linear tale whips 
together the violence, wit, and fury 
of spaghetti westerns, anime, kung- 
fu/samurai films, etc, to a fever 
pitch culminating in a beautifully 
over-the-top bloodbath. 

KB? is pretty fun, but it fails todo 
what any second half should and 
surpass the first half. Granted, the 
task would’ve been easier if the 
director hadn’t built up the remain- 
ing enemies so much. Budd 
(Michael Madsen), Elle Driver 
(Daryl Hannah), and particularly 
former boss/former lover/guy- 
who-shot-her-in-the-head Bill 
(David Carradine) promise much 
more fight than they actually give. 

Essentially, Tarantino blew his 
load in the first part with the final 
showdown against O-Ren Ishii 
(Lucy Liu). There's nothing in this 
one that can touch it in terms of 
action, gore, costume, soundtrack, 
cinematography, or direction.

Walton really believes that 
“Graveyard Alive is bar none the best 
zombie movie I’ve seen in a decade,” 
then either she hasn’t seen many 
zombie movies, or living dead films 
were pretty lame for a while. 
Considering the last decade has seen 
the release of Sam Raimi’s Army of 
Darkness, Peter Jackson's Dead Alive, 
the brilliant Italian film Cemetery 
Man, and Asian entries Biozombie and 
Junk, it's safe to say Walton’s press 
kit quote should be taken with a bag 
of salt. 

Maybe what she really meant was 
that writer/director Elza Kephart’s 
movie is the best black & white 
Canadian pseudo-zombie art-come- 
dy she’s seen in a decade, which 
would accurately define the catego- 
ry’s competition (none). Given the 
tedious fumble through genre and 
gender critique that is the film, you 
gotta wonder if Walton was being 
overly charitable to a movie obvious- 
ly influenced by her own work. 

The transformation of the beauty 
into the beast / beast into the beauty 
thing, central to both Ginger Snaps 
and Graveyard Alive, has been done 
with female characters for decades in 
horror films. It’s a re-occurring 
theme in vampire, werewolf and 
alien movies necessary for the “aver- 
age good girl” to become a danger- 
ous sex-pot after getting infected. 

The difference with Ginger Snaps is 
that it’s not only empowering from a 
female perspective, it’s as astute as it 
is entertaining. 

Graveyard Alive is horror with a 
feminine narrative, but it’s neither 
particularly focused in its message 
nor is it concise: even at only 80 min- 
utes it drags like an old-school zom- 
bie’s mud-encrusted foot. About the 
only thing it’s really got going for it is 
the living-dead-girl angle, which has 
been touched on in several 





although not through the female 
lens. 

Kephart’s zombie grrr] is Patsy 
Powers (Anne Day-Jones), a bookish 
nurse with a crush on her former 
(high-school) boyfriend, the dickish 
Dr. Dox (Karl Gerhardt)—the hospi- 
tal’s most sought-after guy. He’s also 
dating nurse Goodie Tueschuze 
(Samantha Slan), a jealous virgin 
who teases Patsy. 

The big shakeup comes when a 
lumberjack with an axe in his head is 
admitted. Patsy takes a shine to him, 
but he’s kinda zombified, which in 
this movie causes a person to act 
hornier than usual, secretly crave 
human flesh, and wear really bad 
make-up. 

After getting bit, Patsy goes all 
vamp with make-up and tight 
clothes, the doc shows interest in her 
again, and life is peachy except that 
she needs fresh human to keep her 
from rotting. Plus the crazy old hos- 
pital caretaker is on to her. 

The plot plays out as expected and 
there's not really any tension or 
scares, but that’s not the goal here— 
this isn’t a horror movie in the genre 
sense. Instead there’s an awkward 
mix of exploitation film parody and 
art film weirdness. The visuals half- 
ass mimic the scary-whimsical David 
Lynch/Guy Maddin version of 
German expressionism, but never 
enough to take on a life of it’s own. 
So all that leaves us is the comedy, 
but the (usually obvious) one-liners 
fall flat, like when, um, er... Hmmm, 
let's just say they’re forgettable at 
best. 


Because the tone of the film is so 
inconsistent, the actors seem to be at 
a loss as to what type of performance 
to give. Aside from some energetic 
scenes from Day-Jones that are remi- 
niscent of Molly Shannon doing 
Mary-Catherine Gallagher, most of 
the acting is like amateur parody of 
‘50s B-movies. 

With an interesting but ultimately 
botched premise, Graveyard Alive is 
simply another entry into the giant 
category of Quirky Little Canadian 
Films That Couldn't.

SAY WHAT YOU WANT ABOUT 
the much-maligned 1989 Punisher 
movie: at least Dolph Lundgren’s 
wooden version of the Marvel 
Comics vigilante had enough sense 
to hide out while fighting the mafia. 

His shadowy nature is integral to 
the myth. When Frank Castle's fam- 
ily is murdered by gangsters and 
he’s presumed dead, he uses it to 
his advantage to work outside the 
law “punishing” criminals. Since he 
does the whole judge/jury /execu- 
tioner thing, everybody's out to get 
him, ergo, he has to make himself 
as scarce as possible. Dolph’s 
Punisher did this by living in the 
sewers and coming out mostly at 
night. 

He certainly didn’t tell the world 
he was alive-by showing up at an 
afternoon police news conference to 
announce his intentions to the 
world. He didn’t rent an apartment 
and go to dinner with his neigh- 
bours, or hang out with them at the 
local café. And he sure as hell didn’t 
start killing goons, and then lounge 
around his pad, waiting for more to 
show up. 

This Punisher is a complete 
moron, but luckily, the bad guys are 
even dumber and the cops could 
care less about the property dam- 
age and body count, as the only law 
enforcement that appears in the 
movie after the press conference is a 
meter reader. 

Is Tampa Bay, where the story 
has been relocated to, just that 
much more lax than New York? 
More likely it’s that writer/director 
Jonathan Hensleigh and writer 
Michael France are so lax they 
dumb-down a comic book. The 
Punisher takes its audience for 
idiots, and doesn’t try to make 
sense when pooling together the 
requisite car chases, explosions, 
love interest, wacky sidekicks, gad- 

, black trench-coat, one-liners 
and shoot-outs, all set to a horren- 
dous hard-rock/ nu-metal sound- 
track. 


it a decade ago, but was laughable 
when Daredevil did it last year. 
Now it’s just sad. 

Much like John Travolta, who’s 
been all but banished to co-starring 
as heavies: this time he’s Howard 
Saint, a money launderer for the 
Cuban mob. When his son is acci- 
dentally killed in an undercover 
operation headed by Castle, he 
finds out the retiring cop’s real 
identity and dispatches his hench- 
men. Ina spirited show of 
vengeance story one-upmanship, it 
isn’t just Castle’s wife and kid that 
get it, like in the comic book, but his 
entire extended family, during an 
ill-timed family reunion. 

In a formula that’s as old as the 
Western, the amount the hero ini- 
tially suffers in inversely propor- 
tional to how violent he gets to be 





















later. The Punisher is an exceptional- 
ly nasty film with a hearty appetite 
for brutality, but little finesse. 

It isn’t a total write-off, though 
Castle’s neighbours—a computer 
geek, a jolly fat guy, and a sexy 
waitress (Rebecca Romijn- 
Stamos)—host an entertainingly 
uncomfortable dinner party that 
ends with a gargantuan, James 
Bond-style, thug showing up to 
trash the building. 

A few humourous bits, some 
intense shoot-outs, and a star who 
can actually act elevate this Punisher 
above the old one. If it had a half- 
decent script, one with an inkling of 
even comic-book common sense, it 
might've been worth watching. 
Especially with a Dolph Lundgren 
cameo, just for old time’s sake

RETURN FROM EDMONTON

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sensitively tease out the social, 
moral, even spiritual issues that 
swarm about it is providing the 
viewing public with a valuable ser- 
vice by making us reconsider who 
we are to judge if someone is 
beyond redemption. 

Unfortunately, that someone is 
not first-time director Matthew Ryan 
Hoge. 

Leland P. Fitzgerald (Ryan 
Gosling) seems to be a pretty aver- 
age suburban teenager. So when he 
suddenly stabs the mentally handi- 
capped brother of his ex-girlfriend to 
death one sunny day while walking 
him home from school, everyone is 
rather puzzled. Leland admits he 
did it, but he’s hard-pressed to say 
why. It is, after all, incomprehensi- 
ble. 

The film glosses over Leland’s 
arraignment and conviction, but the 
insinuation that Leland has offered 
no word of explanation for his act— 
not to his alcoholic brilliant novelist 
of an estranged father (Kevin 
Spacey) or his poorly delineated 
mother (Lena Olin), and not to his 
ex-girlfriend’s family. Apparently no 
one thought they should get a quali- 
fied mental health professional 
involved. 

For some reason, Leland begins 
trying to explain it to Pearl Madison 
(Don Cheadle), a teacher at the juve- 
nile detention facility where he’s 
incarcerated for his crime. Pearl is a 
frustrated novelist who initially sees 
in Leland a hot ticket to literary fame 
if he can get to the bottom of the 
lad’s unprecedented act of violence. 
After spending time with Leland, 
and surreptitiously setting him up 
with a notebook and pen, Pearl dis- 
covers not the monster-spawn of a 
privileged, emotionally deadening 
childhood, but a perceptive, enig- 
matic soul adrift in the false morality 
and alienation of his environment. 

Meanwhile, the victim’s family 
twists in turmoil like you wouldn't 
believe. Leland’s ex-girlfriend Becky 
(Jena Malone) rekindles her interest 
in intravenous drugs; older sister 
Julie (Michelle Williams) casts off 
goody-goody boyfriend Allen (Chris 
Klein), prompting him to fly off the 
handle himself; and the parents 
(Ann Magnusson and Martin 
Donovan) grimly resume their emo- 
tionally strangulated lives, oblivious 
to the other traumas going on under 
their roof. Needless to say, all these 
subplots tend to compete with, 
rather than elaborate on, the film’s 
professed central concern. 

Hoge’s inspiration for the film 
came from his own experience 
working as a teacher in the juvenile 
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What about Leland?

court system and his exposure to the 
human side of teens who had com- 
mitted heinous crimes. So it's odd 
that there’s absolutely nothing con- 
vincing about the way that milieu is 
portrayed in the film. Even if you 
can get past the generic, sanitized 
version of teenage prison that forms 
the backdrop for Leland’sinterac- 
tions with Pearl and his scantly char- 
acterized fellow inmates, you won- 
der why an actual psychologist 
wouldn't be available to get to the 
bottom of Leland’s problems. If 
Hoge has something to say about the 
way social institutions respond to 
teen violence, he’s left it one 
unsaid in his film. 

Hoge does, however, want us to 
sympathize with Leland and practi- 
cally pulls a hamstring delineating 
how perceptive and soulful yet dis- 
sociated he is. Ultimately, the exer- 
tions to counterweigh the awfulness 
of Leland’s actions with his gentle 
inner qualities yield a totally unbe- 
lievable character, a cipher onto 
whom Hoge can project his serious 
intentions. 

If he‘d really wanted us to take his 
movie seriously, Hoge would have 
thought twice about casting Don 
Cheadle. Cheadle is a likeable actor 
who has done good work in the 
past, but he has yet to carry a movie 
on the strength of his performance. | 
could go on about how his relation- 
ship with Leland is forced and 
phony, but I’ll just mention how dis- 
tractingly unnatural Cheadle looks 
in his stupid hair and 

It’s too bad that serious intentions 
don’t make good movies, or Hoge 
would have a gripping drama on his 
hands. As it is, The United States of 
Leland tries to say too much and

IN 14TH CENTURY ENGLAND, 
a time of war and banditry, when 
the Black Plague and political cor- 
ruption run rampant across the 
land, a fugitive priest joins a troupe 
of traveling actors.

Defying 
tradition, the players discard their 
usual Biblical skit, and instead opt

this real-life crime. 

But the players don’t have the facts 
straight and, through the creation 
and performance of the play, learn 
that the accused woman may be 
innocent and the ruthless killer still 
at large. Enter the fugitive preacher 
turned amateur sleuth, following a 
trail that leads to the nearby castle, 
towering over the village. 

Directed by Paul McGuigan from 
Mark Mills’ adaptation of Barry 
Unsworth’s novel Morality Play, The 
Reckoning pairs the symbolically 
loaded medieval-mystery form of 
The Name of the Rose with an unwa- 
vering faith in art’s power to force 
social change. So much, in fact, that 
this play with the idea of the moral- 
ity play is brimming with moral 
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lessons. 

For starters, there’s the title itself: 
“Sin in the beginning, be it ever so 
sweet: but the reckoning comes, be 
vou ever so fleet” etc. Then there’s 
the discourse on faith versus free 
will, the pros and cons of “the 
silence of consent,” the driving 
home of the unflinching conviction 
that one should be prepared to die 
for what one believes in, and the 
idea that art can be so powerful 


that it reveals “the Truth” to others. 


Although merely staging a play, 
the players challenge the idea of 


God, the power of the church, the 
feudal system—and topple them 
all! In itself, a pretty ambitious 
statement. 

In the end, this is a thoroughly 
modern murder mystery, driven as 
much by imagination as it is by his- 
torical exactness. After all, it’s acted 
in modern English, and the occa- 
sional music-video-style editing 
only serves to break the spell. And 
while, in a rather heavy-handed 
helping of symbolism, Vincent 
Cassell is woefully underutilised as 
the brooding tool of foreshadow- 
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ing, the rest of the cast manage to 
convincingly present a slice of the 
later Middle Ages in all of its inglo- 
riousness. 

Hence, given the popularity of the 
quasi-medieval epics that have 
graced the screens lately, it’s 
refreshing to be once again 
dropped into the rude poverty of 
the real Middle Ages, where lords 
and commoners alike lived saturat- 
ed in death and disease, relying on 
sorcery, superstition and a healthy 
dose of black humour to stay alive. 


LECH LINKIEL 
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Cold Mountain English director 
Anthony Minghella uses the events of 
the American Civil War as a backdrop 
to explore the surreal elements of 
Charles Fraizer’s novel. The almost 
eerie intensity between Ada (Nicole 
Kidman) and Inman (Jude Law) makes 
the star-crossed-lovers thing an easier 
sell than it should be, given that the 
leads spend almost the entire film 
apart. Despite some clichéd villains, 
overly convenient plot twists, and tele- 
scoped dramatic arcs, the film has a 
consistently dreamy quality, the events 
taking place in a world just slightly 
abstract from reality. *%*%*«%* (DA) 


Dawn of the Dead Fledgling filmmaker 
Zack Snyder was entrusted with the 
most and least enviable assignment— 
to remake the George Romero clas- 
sic—and succeeds. The film reuses the 
premise of a diverse group of strangers 
fortified in a shopping mall against 

hordes of undead. An action movie 
with some humour, plenty of scares, 
and a welcome lack of poisonous irony 
that ruins so many movies, much of its 
success relies on having genuine char- 
acters worth caring about who struggle 
to redefine the value of human life. The 
film constantly brings up practical and 
moral problems that the viewer negoti- 
ates in his or her own mind. Dawn 
2004 doesn’t tread on the master’s 
coattails, which may help a great direc- 
tor finally get another day in the sun.

Dirty Dancing II: Havana Nights 
Modest, shy, booksmart, Katey 
(Romola Garai) is a perky blonde 
American whose former ballroom 
dance champ parents are among those 
getting rich under Batista. She runs 
into sex-on-legs Xavier (Diego Luna), a 
stereotypically fiery Latin, who teaches 
Katey how to really dance and she 
mambos her way toward womanhood.

Not directly, anyway. 

But, let’s back up for a moment for 
a little context. If you're familiar with 
Kidjo’s music, or at least read some- 
thing that’s been written about her 
(and much has), then you're proba- 
bly familiar with her seemingly inex- 
haustible sense of optimism and 
sense of empowerment through 
music. If you're not, type her name 
into your favourite search engine, 
along with the trite phrase “healing 
power of music’—you'll net enough 
results to keep you sufficiently dis- 
tracted from whatever you're actual- 
ly supposed to be doing at your 
computer, should you wish to delve 
further. 

Then there’s the music. On her lat- 
est release, Oyaya! (the word for joy

on her eight previous outings, the 
three time Grammy nominee cuts an 
ultra fine rug of regional styles from 
around the globe and ties them 
together with a common thread: the 
African rhythms in which they are 
rooted, On the recording one can 
hear the percussive tinker of the 
Guinean balafon complimenting a 
Trinidadian calypso, a northern 
European mazurka rhythm guiding 
a jazzy ballad, a Puerto Rican plena 
married to the vocals sung in the 
African language of Fon, et cetera. 
Propelled-along by some slick, 
American funk, the buoyant, inces- 
santly celebratory worldbeat barrage 
cries out, regardless of which of the 
four languages she happens to sing 
in on any given track, “One world, 
one people.” 

It’s enough to make anyone who's 
unfortunate enough to have been 
reared in the age of irony and 
schooled in sounds and semiotics of 
nihilism a little suspicious. Not of 
Kidjo’s sincerity, mind you, but sure- 
ly she must acknowledge that the 
darkness at the edge of our global 
town is closing in, and messages 
such as hers are being drowned out 
in the deafening vapidity of the 
triple-digit channel universe. Which 
bring us back to beginning: Kidjo in 
another forum, once stated that 
“Music is not only emotion and 
groove. It’s something that speaks 
for a culture and its people.” 

Logical enough. But following 
that logic, wouldn’t one need only 
listen to the first commercial station 
on the dial to surmise that the mes- 
sages coming back speak unequivo- 
cally of a culture—in the Western 
hemisphere, anyway—that's seri- 
ously ill? 

Hence her comment about “tit- 
ties” and such. She continues: “If 
someone wants to do something, 
completely nasty, that’s part of the 
freedom of choice that we have,” 
Kidjo says. “We as the public can 
buy it and listen to it, or not. We 
have that choice, too.” 

But then she cuts to the heart of 
the matter, revealing a truth beyond 
the taint of marketing and trends—a 
truth that extends, like it or not, from 
the pre-programmed bounce of 
Britney and Beyonce to artist’s with 
a more “serious” oeuvre: 

“Whatever is going on in North 
America still has that touch and that 
colour in the voice and the harmony 
that came to America with the 
slaves.” r 

And on that note, the folly of 
attempting to expose Kidjo’s inner 
shit-talking cynic is exposed. For her, 
music is rooted in something much 
deeper than the surface vagaries of 
modern pop. Of course, she recog- 
nizes the consumer-culture, lowest- 
common-denominator quality of the 
hit parade (just as she’s more than 
aware of the societal miasma it 
reflects). As long as the beat goes on, 
in whatever form, however, Kidjo 
sees evidence of a live culture and all 


and Black Ivory Soul, her previous 
two outings, were sonic anthropolo- 
gy missions to the United States and 
Brazil, respectively, Oyaya! traces the 
commonality of meringues, salsas, 
zouks, and plenas (ete, etc) of the 
Caribbean Diaspora to the beats 
emanating from the heart of the 
Africa. And in making those connec- 
tions, she emphasizes the beauty of 
new art forms born of ancient 
ones—even though most were born 
in mixing pot of misery. As she 
reunites the bata drum beat com- 
mon to Cuban music with its origi- 
nal Nigerian origins, for just one 
example, Kidjo traces the cross-polli- 
nation of culture through the most 
vile of forms, the slave routes that 
first brought these sounds to the 
New World. 

“The interest comes from my 
childhood, when I first heard about 
slavery,” Kidjo says of the impetus 
for her research of new/old world 
hybrids. “For me, it was a shock. My 
parents kept telling me everyday, 
‘You have to respect every human

village in Benin! What does gospel 
have to do with Muslim people? I 
can tell you, but just about the part 
that is the magic of music: music 
does not take into account your 
colour, your religion, your lan- 
guage—it just goes to your heart. 
Our soul is colourless; our emotions 
are colourless. That’s why music is 
so powerful. Music will stop when 
humankind will stop.” 

Magical, indeed. But, still, one 
wonders if Kidjo, who is really as 
mucha historian as a funky herald 
of hope, has come close, academical- 
ly speaking, to the ultimate source of 
this societal heartbeat. Turns it out 
it’s a question she’s taken to the 
authorities herself. 

“Nature.” She whistles. “In nature 
there is no silence; total silence is

HIS LAST ALBUM, THE TUNEFUL, 
thoughtful and playful Fleeting Days, 
is buta fleeting memory for Dan 
Bern, even though the literate, enjoy- 
able recording is just under a year 
old. 

“Fleeting Days was really about a 
group of songs that I needed to 
move out of my repertoire,” Bern 
related from New York City, where 
he’s taking a breather before head- 
ing into a Canadian tour. “I didn’t 
know how long those songs were 
going to be there, and from a person- 
al standpoint I needed to move those 
songs off the plate and move on. 

Last summer the band sort of dis- 
persed, and now I’m solo again on 
the road, so that's different, too.” 

“Different” is nothing new to 
Bern. The Iowa native grew up tak- 


ing classical cello lessons and idoliz- 
ing Willie Mays. One listen to 
Dylan's “Leopard-Skin Pill-Box Hat” 
at the age of 14 changed all of that. 
He took up guitar, started writing 
songs, and hasn't looked back since. 
He’s lived in the Midwest, Los 
Angeles, and now New Mexico; he’s 
recorded as a solo act; with a full 
band; and with Ani DiFranco. His 


whenever he happens to pen a tune. 

“Ideas for songs can come slowly 
for me sometimes, but sometimes 
they just pour and gush out... those 
are great times for me. It’s like I'm 
living more intensely, and right now 
the songs are coming out at great 
speed and it feels right.” 

What's the current catalyst for 
Bern’s creative spurt? “As 
Canadians may know, elections are 
coming up in the fall down here in 
the States. A lot of the songs I’ve 
written of late touch on that, and 
beyond. It’s always a little funny 
coming to Canada and talking poli- 


tics, because what I’m for is common 


sense, and there already seems to be 
more of that up there than there is 
down here. But, my songs also deal 
with something more than the cur- 
rent political situation. In the broad- 
er sense, we live ina very fractured 
time: with the ease of transmission 
of ideas, it’s been harder to get peo- 


ple to focus on one issue. Right now, 


however, there is some focus—peo- 
ple are talking and thinking and it’s 
an opportunity to address issues by 
reaching people.” 

And it’s all part of the grand folk 
tradition that includes Woody 
Guthrie and Bob Dylan. Bern also 
cites Phil Ochs and irreverent come- 
dian Lenny Bruce in that regard. “I 
continue to draw inspiration from 


those places; it seems now is the time 


to not pull punches in my songs— 
give people a punch in the mouth 
where appropriate and not be afraid 
to make them laugh at the same 
time. It’s easier to get your point 
across if you can do it with 
humour.” 

Bern says he has dedicated this 
year of his life to political activism 
“Yl do concerts, but I'll also do ral-

CONGRATULATIONS TO PRODUCER PETER 
North and all the staff and volunteers who 
made Junofest such an overwhelmitig suc- 
cess, “We sold more wristbands for the 
event than St. John’s, but fewer than Ottawa 
did last year”, North related over coffee last 
week. “That said, this was the first ever 
Junofest to actually make money. [Juno 
organizers] CARAS had to subsidize the 
others, this one came out in the black.” 

Of course, the fans that made their way 
to the shows deserve a lot of the credit for 
this success. All 14 venues reported stand- 
ing room only at some point during the 
weekend, and some (like the Sidetrack, on 
the Saturday) were lined up all night 

One of the reasons for this success has 
to be the strong roots, folk, and blues com- 
ponent of Junofest. Edmontonians have 
shown incredible support for roots music 
through the Folk Festival, concerts, live 
music venues, and the folk clubs. No sur- 
prise that they would turn out in droves for 
the likes of Blackie and the Rodeo Kings, 
Bill Bourne, Steve Dawson, and Shuyler 
Jansen 

At the start of the folk club season last 
fall this writer wondered if there might be a 
“critical mass” of roots music fans in this 
city—one large enough to support three 
folk clubs, along with a packed concert and 
club calendar, plus the summer festivals. 
The answer seems to be a resounding; Yes! 
Full Moon and Northern Lights have put the 
wraps on very successful seasons, and the 
Uptown Folk Club has just one show left in 
April (Open Stage, Apr 30) along with a 
couple of shows in May. Festival Place in 
Sherwood Park has had its’ best season 
ever with numerous full houses, and the 
same can be said forthe Arden in St. Albert. 
Festival Place has Long John Baldry on tap 
this Saturday (Apr 17). The Edmonton Folk 
Festival is gearing up for its’ 25th birthday 
this summer, and the line up taking shape 
looks like a winner so far, with a great blend 
returning favourites and newcomers. 

Honorable mention has to go to the 
Sidetrack Café.

CHI PIG ONCE SPAT IN MY FACE. 
Actually, it was worse than that. He 
forcefully cleared his left nostril with 
projectile accuracy in the direction of 
my right eye. After wiping the 
mucus concoction away, I looked up 
in bewilderment only to find he had 
already jumped to other side of the 
stage. 

The moment meant nothing to 
him, but it was something I would 
never forget. That was SNFU’s first 
reunion show at the Bronx, back in 
1992, and I’m pretty sure I bought a 
t-shirt after the loogey incident. So, 
what is it about this punk rock mis- 
anthrope that people find so endear- 
ing? How could someone be the vic- 
tim of a mucus assault, and ten years 
later still praise Chi Pig as one of the 
greatest singers punk rock will ever 
know? 

Maybe because no matter what he 
does, or how unsightly he may 
seem, you can’t deny his talent: his 
lyrics define bizarre; his on stage 
antics are both physically impressive 
and theatrically absurd; and his 
voice improves with every new 
album (and there's been a lot of 
them). The new sideband is called 
Slaveco. It was formed by Chi and 
the members of Ocean3, including 
Matty (bass), Jay Black (“guitarring”) 
and Shane (“drumsmith”), with the 
intention of creating guttural rock 
with a “sprinkle of comedy,” as they 
put it. Knowing Chi, the crowds will 
get more than just a sprinkle of 
something. 

“Legends to me, have always 
been dead people,” says Pig about 
his stature and rank amongst 
Edmonton’s punk scene, let alone 
punk in general. “So, I guess some- 
one could consider me a living leg- 
end. Maybe it’s the longevity, I don’t 
know, but I would say that I got an 
earlier start than most people. | keep 
forgetting that I've been in this band 
for over 20 years now. It’s kind of 
cool when people recognize you for 
what you've done, or what you do, 
and they often come up and say

Even with all the accolades and 
lauded smoke being blown up his ass 
by fans like me, Chi knows Slaveco 
wont be getting a free ride on SNFU’s 
ticket. Technically, there are very few 
similarities between each band’s 
music, but that doesn’t mean SNFU 
fans aren't going to come out witha 
certain amount of expectations for the 
notorious front man. 

“| don’t care if people have expec- 
tations for Slaveco,” says Pig with an 
air of defiance. “Because we're so 
new. I understand that with SNFU, 
people have been there before, and 
they expect something. Slaveco is 
different because it has this kind of 
dark tinge to it that SNFU doesn’t 
have, like a sinister element. 

“Slaveco will be more like starting 
all over with a new band,” he contin- 
ues. “It’s like we'll play for whatever 
they give us, and I don’t mind that. 
But, I also know the only way I can 
do this is if I can go play SNFU gigs. 
But that’s great because I’ve always 
been in SNFU because I like doing it, 
and I think I’m fairly good at it. I feel 
comfortable doing it.” 

Something that makes Chi 
uncomfortable would likely be 
work. Flashback to a young Chi Pig 
growing up in Edmonton’s north- 
side, working at a grocery store 
named Saveco (which Chi affection- 
ately pet named Slaveco). The then 
spikey-haired punk either quit or got 
fired, depending on who tells the 
story, but as it turns out the store 
played an important role in SNFU’s 
future 


“Work has always been like a nec- 
essary evil,” says Chi with disdain. 
“| worked there for about three 
years, and even made floor supervi- 
sor before | got fired for having a 
punk rock haircut. They had this 
rule where I was supposed to keep 
my hair down when I was at work, 
but I ended up defying that rule 
pretty much everyday. So, [came up 
with this ritual were I would hide in 
the bathroom and fix my hair before

Multiple award winner Nnenna Freelon’s , 
fruitful journey of masterful interpretation

“EACH TUNE HAS A STORY TO 
tell,” Nnenna Freelon related over 
the phone earlier this week, 

“Some have been done so often 
that they’ve lost their meaning. 
Part of my attraction to a song is 
finding out what it has say, 
respecting that and interpreting 
it.” 
That attraction began early: 

“My first performance was at the 
age of seven when I sang 
‘Amazing Grace’ in church.” 

Duke Ellington and Count Basie 
featured prominently in her 
father’s record collection, but 
Freelon grew up ina time when 
“songs” were the thing on radio. 
“It was a somewhat different 
then... you could hear James 
Brown and James Taylor on the 
same radio station. I always found 
myself attracted to the sound of 
- the female voice. At first it was 
Roberta Flack, but as I explored 
music and began the journey that 
I'm still on, it was Sarah Vaughn 
and Ella Fitzgerald that held me. 
When I discovered and truly lis- 
tened to them, finding my own 
voice seemed a daunting, over- 
whelming task. And then a friend 
did something that I will always 
remember. He made a tape for me 
of 20 different artists singing 
‘Misty.’ The idea of interpretation 
was fully in my mind. Not just 
copying someone’s style, but hav- 
ing an approach to music. Sarah 
and Ella were adventurous with a 
melody, and Ella, in particular, 
had a smile in her voice right to 
the end.” 

With a fistful of Grammy nomi- 
nations to her credit, along with 
awards from the Academie Du 
Jazz (Billie Holiday Award), The 
Eubie Blake Award, and two nom- 
inations for the “Lady of Soul” 
Soul Train Award, Freelon is shar- 
ing her vision with an ever- 
increasing audience. Her record- 
ing debut came in 1992. Eight sub- 
sequent recordings have explored 
jazz standards, gospel, and con- 
temporary popular music. Tales of 
Wonder (2002) was devoted entire- 
ly to the music of Stevie Wonder. 
“You know, I’ve had a Stevie 
Wonder tune somewhere on every 
album I’ve ever done, and I sup- 
pose the thing that always attract- 
ed me to Stevie and his music was 
his longevity and adaptability as 
an artist and, more importantly, 
his affinity to melody. I see 
melody as the skeleton of a song. 
Stevie is such a great lyricist that it 
is almost impossible to separate 


his lyrics from his melodies.” 

Her most recent recording is 
also her first live album. Live was 
made at the Kennedy Center in 
Washington D.C. just over a year 
ago. It includes Freelon’s unique 
interpretations of standards and, 
of course, Stevie Wonder songs. 
“My Cherie Amour” features orig- 
inal phrasing and “Body and 
Soul” is given a reggae treatment. 
“Body and Soul’ stands out on 
the recording for me,” Freelon 
says, “I’ve been singing it for 25 
years, but didn’t want to record it 
in ways that it’s been done 
before.” 

She’s been working with 
Concord records for the best part 
of a decade, and says that the rela- 
tionship has been “great.” 

“Artistic control is so important, 
the freedom to not have someone 
direct my art. We are limited only 
by our own abilities; | chose this 
music, and it chose me. In a 
broader sense, if jazz, and music 
in general, are going to evolve we 
have to move forward, search and 
take creative risks. It’s worth it.” 

It helps to have trusted musical 
compatriots on such a journey. 
She's been together with her tour- 
ing band just over six years. 
Joining Freelon Saturday night at 
the Arden will be Brandon 
McCune on keys, bassist Wayne 
Batchelor, percussionist Beverly 
Botsford and Woody Williams on 
drums. “It’s a great pleasure to 
work with my band. This music 
requires time, intimacy and famil- 
iarity and I love the band sound 
we have developed.”

Bob Cook speaks up about a court case that must not remain Unherd of: 
Ember Swift and the Guaranteed: indie pros & cons 


PERCY SCHMEISER 
BENEFIT CONCERT 


WHILE THE NAME OF 73-YEAR- 
old Saskatchewan farmer Percy 
Schmeiser might not sound familiar 
to most of us, local songwriter- 
turned-activist Bob Cook (along 
with his bandmates the Unherd Of 
and his colleagues in The George 
Bushes and Dale Ladoceur and the 
Broke Ensemble) is hoping to 
change all that with a concert this 
week. Schmeiser’s name, as Cook 
asserts, is important to us all because 
he’s currently in the midst of a typi- 
cal David-versus-Goliath legal battle, 
which has anything but typical 
implications. 

The case is intricate, but in a nut- 
shell revolves around Schmeiser’s 
battle with the genetically-modified 
seed manufacturer, Monsanto, 
whose dominant plants overtook his 
organic fields after being blown in 
by the wind. Monsanto claims the 
farmer owes them a licensing fee for 
growing their superior-gene-loaded 
plants, while Schmeiser is left out- 
raged by their “ownership” of a life 
form (especially since it was one he 
never wanted). 





“Farmers are being intimidated by 
corporations because their genetical- 
ly-modified seeds are dominant 
genes, so they take over anything in 
their path. Farmers aren’t allowed to 
save their seeds, which is huge 
because they've been doing it for 
centuries,” Cook explains. “The 
most important fact about this is that 
patents have been put out by corpo- 
rations and they own the life on 
what they’ve created—it’s scary.” 

After reading about Schmeiser’s 
case ina Vancouver-based 
zine, Cook says he was compe! 
take whatever action he could to 
make aware of whatwas ~ 
going on; a veteran of the 
a ity, he naturally 

to his guitar. “We're trying to 
raise a few thousand bucks for his 
legal bs bok the ater, but we 
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also just want people to know 
what's going on,” Cook explains. 
“Nobody even knows about this but 
we're the experiment, and that’s the 
scary part. Think about the implica- 
tions of biotechs being able to own a 
life form itself: it’s not just about our 
food supply. 

“God willing, the Supreme Court 
will rule in favour of Percy 
Schmeiser or we'll all be toast for the 
next 100 years and so will our kids.”

THE GUARANTEED 
AVOIDING THE PITFALLS ASSOCI 
ated with playing in a new indie 
band can be about as tricky as trying 
to staple Jell-O to the ceiling. The 
boys in Edmonton’s own country- 
infused, distort-o rock act, The 
Guaranteed, are no strangers to the 
impediments involved in becoming 
welcome into the collective hearts of 
music lovers. As they look forward 
to their one-year anniversary this 
weekend, the band can’t help but 
think things will only get better 
from here—or so they hope. 

“Being on the road and touring as 
a new band is definitely fun, but we 
stay in ridiculously trashy, cheap 
hotels. It’s always an experience,” 
laughs Guaranteed’s frontman, 
Darrek Anderson. 

Of course, any road-weary musi- 
cian will tell you that they aren’t 
expecting to stay in five-star accom- 
modations, but as Anderson 
explains it, his band has endured 
more than their share of seedy set- 
tings in their brief time together. 
“There was one motel we stayed in 
where they gave us a room, but it 
was locked when we tried to get 
into it, so they had to swap us into a 
different suite,” Anderson explains. 
“When we came back up to go to 
our new room, we saw the reason 
why the room was locked: because 
there was a police investigation 
going on. They were hauling out 
this bloody mattress into the hall- 
way; it was pretty terrible.” 

Besides a few crime scenes, the 
courageous guitar-slingers in The 
Guaranteed have also stumbled 
upon a new musical direction dur- 
ing their travels. What once started 


out as an See eben dee has 
evolved into what 


describes as, “A true Western

Canadian rock band,” which bor- 
rows from the Johnny Cash school 
of rural music, but adds an updated 
rock attitude. “We played a show- 
case with a country band and were 
getting put on bills with nu-country 
acts, but we never really fit in with 
them,” Anderson notes. “Country 
acts always seem to play a lot of 
cover tunes, but we're completely 
original, and our guitarist, Gavin 
Dunn; uses a lot of distortion and 
things like that. We've definitely 
evolved a lot in the past year.” 

The band plans to be laying their 
new sound down for their sopho- 
more EP sometime over the sum- 
mer; Anderson says he hopes their 
restructured approach will lend 
itself to better bookings and fewer 
encounters with the aftermath of 
gruesome hotel neighbours. In the 
meantime, you can catch them cele- 
brating their survival this weekend 
at the Black Dog—the same venue 
that hosted their very first show and 
launched all their career of indie- 
rock adversity.

EMBER SWIFT 
EMBER SWIFT WILL ALSO BE 
showing off her politically infused 
lyricism this week as she rolls into 
town to share a few songs and a 
whole lot of attitude off her eighth 
album, Stilfwalking. Since her start as 
a university-aged, Toronto café sta- 
ple, Swift has built a small empire— 
including her own record label—all 
by staying true to the philosophies 
she believes in. 

“People still want to be enter- 
tained when they come out to a 
show, but they also want to feel like 
they're part of culture,” Swift 
explains of her reasoning behind 
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weaving ideology into music. “If1 
can educate them about topics, or at 
least be engaged about issues that 
aren't behind discussed, that will 
spark thought and dialogue.” 

Swift, who describes herself as 
“definitely left-leaning” politically, 
has engaged audiences as far away 
from Japan and Australia with her 
jazz-influenced folk musings—and 
she’s done it all independently. “1 
don’t know if I'd have had the career 
that I've had if I belonged to a record 
label,” she reflects. “So many people 
waste their careers waiting to be 
picked up by a record label, but I just 
went out and did it—that’s why I 
think I’ve been so successful on my 
own terms.” 

Swift may not have sold the bulk 
quantities of CDS as her big-business 
peers, but she’s done more than 
most can lay claim to: she’s had a 
long, high-integrity career and built 
a dedicated following that won't 
evaporate when radio’s flavour-of- 
the-week changes. “I’m proud I’ve 
had the guts to walk into an estab- 
lished room that’s full of folk or 
alternative music lovers, who've 
never heard of me or what I stand 
for, and still have the confidence to 
perform,” she adds. “It’s a terrifying, 
grueling, and ruthless industry to be 
in, but, if you steer yourself careful- 
ly, it can also be everything you 
dreamed it would.” 

At her show this week Swift will 
be educating and entertaining the 
crowds with a slightly more intimate 
arrangement as she's currently tour-

DETROIT COBRAS, WHY MUST YOU TEASE? 
After waiting three years to follow up to Life, 
Loving and Leaving—14 of the best punk- 
tinged soul, R&B, blues, and ’50s rock cov- 
ers ever—the Motor City five-piece release 
Seven Easy Pieces. Despite chronic line-up 
changes, it's the most accomplished they've 
sounded yet. The problem is that the album 
consists of a mere seven songs, clocking in 
at under 20-minutes, which is barely enough 
to whet the appetite for Rachael Nagy’s sen- 
sual wail. She’s gotten better at drawing 
maximum emotion out of those smoky 
pipes, whether it's the haunted plea of Willy 
Dixon's “Insane Asylum,” the gentle mourn 
of “Silver & Gold (When | Get Like This),” or 
the raunchy swagger in “Ya Ya Ya (Looking 
For My Baby).” Just imagine a young Shirley 
Bassey bustin’ out of reform school to get 
revenge for a broken heart. Now who 
wouldn't want more than 20-minutes of that 


scene?

AS MUCH AS ULTRAVISITOR GREATLY RE- 
sembles every Squarepusher record ever 
released, this one is perhaps the hardest to 
place in the spectrum of Thomas Jenkinson’s 
very singular bout of autism. All of the 
Squarepusher hallmarks remain 
unchanged—frenetic drum programming, 
spastic fusion bass, frustratingly dense com- 
positions, unyielding song titles—and yet, 
for whatever reason, U/travisitor somehow 
manages to feel like an evolution. 

Maybe it’s the tacked-on crowd noise that 
erupts periodically (but not often enough to 
suggest Jenkinson actually wanted to make a 
fake live album). Or maybe it’s Jenkinson’s 
virtuosic appearance behind a real-life drum 
kit on several tracks (but why go to such 
lengths to make the performance seem off- 
the-cuff, only to leave behind the telltale 











marks of digital surgery?). Or maybe it's the 
unsettlingly perfect sonatas for bass and 
classical guitar, which Jenkinson deploys as 
sinister cat-and-mouse vignettes between 
portions of unsympathetic drill ‘n’ bass. 
While this is all very encouraging, perhaps 
Ultravisitor's evolutionary trait lies in what 
isn’t new. While the album makes it clear that 
Jenkittson is capable of taking Squarepusher 
on whatever flights of fancy he likes, the fact 
that Ultravisitoris still roughly half full of 
tracks that are indistinguishable from his 
prior work suggests that he is getting better 
at being exactly who he wants to be, even if 
that involves a degree of repetition. As such, 
it’s clear that listeners’ ears should be tuned 
in to Ultravisitoras a potential reconciliation 
between Jenkinson and his own troubled 
alter ego. A sign, perhaps, that Ultravisitor is 
actually about the convalescence of the man 


himself.

INTIMATE AND UPLIFTING, JOLIE HOLLAND'S 
debut studio release, Escondida, combines 
folk, jazz, and pop in totally inventive ways. 
The opening track, “Sascha,” is a perfect dis- 
tillation of her vision: piedmont blues guitar 
(her own picking) mixed with brushed jazz 
drums beneath elastic vocals that evoke clas- 
sic singers like Billie Holliday.

Each song thereafter is full of gems and 
surprises. “Old Fashioned Morphine” is a 
bastard hybrid of “old time religion” and 
Willie Johnson's version of “Wade in the 
Water.” And though she’s not encouraging 
anyone to get hooked on the stuff, you'll get 
hooked on her. Holland’s voice is a remark- 
ably supple instrument: her phrasing and the 
way she sidles up to note s is nearly miracu-

IF YOU'RE INCLINED TO THINK THE WORLD 
is a monotony of suffering and evil, the new 
album from Danish black metallists Satyricon 
should confirm your suspicions, for Volcano 
is, in and of itself, a monotony of suffering 
from its argle-bargle vocals and interminable 
sub-Metallica riffing to the adolescent 
nihilism of its lyrics. The band is practically a 
one-man show, that man being the improba- 
bly named Satyr Wongraven, a pouty north- 
ern European multi-instrumentalist who is 
presumably so sullen and antisocial that only 
one person, his corpse-painted drummer pal 
Frost, could stand to be around him long 
enough to record an album.

ON GOOD NEWS FOR PEOPLE WHO LIKE 
Bad News \saac Brock sings, “The moths 
beat themselves to death on the lights /

(‘The World at Large”). It's exactly that kind 
of fascination with frustration, nature, life and 
death that Modest Mouse has wrapped their 
eloquent indie rock around—although, since 
signing to Epic in 2000, they aren't exactly 
“indie” anymore. But that’s not a bad thing as 
far as the music goes. The band sounds 
more polished (less experimental noise 
mucking) but retains that edge of poetic 
darkness too alien for the Top 40. Then 
again, “Gravity Rides Everything” from The 
Moon and Antarctica was featured in a mini- 
van commercial, Maybe they'll go the route 
of the Flaming Lips (who happen to guest on 
the album) and hit it big on the strength of 
catchy, angular songs like “Float On” or “The 
World At Large.” It doesn’t matter, though, 
because the disc follows its own hypnotic 
course to great effect with bluegrass picking, 
passionate punk screeching, funeral-march 
horns (courtesy of the Dirty Dozen Brass 
Band), drum loops, old-timey pump organ, 
electro-pop, and straight up rock hooks. 
With the exception. of the jangle thump on 
“Black Cadillacs,” which proclaims, “we 
were done, done, done with all the fuck, 
fuck, fuckin’ around,” the energy wears a 
bit towards the end of the album, but 
there's not much that can dim the dreamy 
urgency of Good News. Let the Mouse get 
as big as wants.

WHILE IT'S DIFFICULT TO FIND ANY FAULT 
in dub as a style, an argument can be made 
for the existence of boring dub in this age of 
endless re-releases. This album's name 
comes from the Kingston neighborhood in 
which it was recorded; The Ring Craft Posse 
consisted of many of Kingston's most 
renowned studio musicians, including Sly 
and Robbie, Mickey “Bo” Richards, and 
Willie Lindo. While lineups changed from 
session to session, the posse was unified 
behind the mixing desk of Rodiguel 
“Blackbeard” Sinclair. And this is probably 
where the problems lie. 

On St Catherine, the fine musicianship 
ultimately gets wasted on unspectacular 
dubs that lack, for example, the humour, 
innovation, and sense of adventure of Lee 
“Scratch” Perry's or King Tubby’s use of 
sounds and space (the latter being the most 
important thing in dub). The liner notes state 
that the album is a perfect introduction for 
those uninitiated in the art of dub. The well- 
played but toothiess tracks here make that 
point true enough. So, enjoy this now; then 
vibrate on to greener pastures. Any experi- 
enced selectahs, however, will want to look 
elsewhere for something to mash up the

Boy George recovers from fame 
by going back underground 


GEORGE O’DOWD GREW UP 
in South East London disaffected 
and disappointed—like most 
teenagers. He sought solace in his 
record collection, which brimmed 
over with the sounds of the late ‘70s: 
new romanticism, reggae, disco, 
northern soul and, of course, punk 
were on his list. Few know however, 
that he was a DJ before he gained 
international stardom as Boy 
George. (His childhood friend, 
Jeremy Healy, became one of the 
first megastar DJs. 

Never the most amazing technical 
DJ—even by his own admission— 
George nonetheless wowed crowds 
not only with his sense of camp but 
also by being attuned to what people 
wanted to hear and what made their 
hips move. Although temporarily 
derailed by worldwide fame, for- 
tune, and a monolithic (and almost

Oakenfold re-introduced George to 
the joys of underground dance 
music and the freedom of being able 
to go toa club to just be himself. 
With dance music back at the fore- 
front of his life (producing as well as 
Djing gigs), George's visit to 
Edmonton should be much more tri- 
umphant than, say, had he cobbled 
together a 2004 version of Culture 
Club. He’s bringing his penchant for 
not-so-serious house and British pro- 
gressive sounds to the Standard 


about everyone else and enjoy the 
moment. It’s funky as well; you'll 
have to listen to it once to admire 
its beauty, then again just to get 
down. “Love Me Forever” is the 
perfect soundtrack for a first kiss, 
but love isn’t always blissful, and 
songs like “Happiness” and “Sad 
Boys” explore a melancholy, intro- 
spective side. “Traume” is an 
absolutely outstanding hip-hop 
canon full of swelling cellos and 
ethereal vocals. Electronic music 
has rarely sounded so ready for the 
concert hall. 

Some fans may find this poppi- 
er, warmer direction off-putting 
compared to his other angular, 
harsher releases, but they 
shouldn't be entirely surprised— 
consider Kompakt’s penchant for 
pop as well as beat science. There 
is still plenty of experimentation to 
be had in the beats, programming 
and (especially) in the minimal 
exercise at the end of the last 
track,“Even Angels.” Pop and 
techno turns down yet another

CERTAINLY THE TALE OF A BOY, 


agirland a fish must be one of the 
Master Narratives of western civi- 
lization, a story told and retold since 
time out of mind. You know the 

one: boy meets girl, boy and girl go 
together to Greek restaurant, boy 
and girl order an entire baked red 
snapper, boy and girl eat until they 
can't, happily ever after. Remember? 
My own experience went a little 
something like this. I -was sitting in 
Koutouki, a Greek taverna on 124 
St., with a cherished companion, sip- 
ping from a small ceramic jug of 
wine and enjoying the glare of the 
sun through the restaurant's back 
door. I don’t know why, but when- 
ever I use “Greek” and “back door” 
in the same sentence, | giggle like a 
schoolgirl! 

Anyway, there we were sur- 
rounded by dozens of real potted 
plants dangling their greenery from 
the rafters of the rear dining room 
(rear dining room!) and thinking 
about what we'd eat. Usually I pre- 
fer to concentrate on appetizers at a 
Greek restaurant, building a meal 
out of small portions of olives, dips, 
pita, grilled meats, seafood and 
salad, rather than a monolithic slab 
of lamb or moussaka. I was negotiat- 


ing this with my co-diner who, 
although Koutouki had been her 
suggestion, announced that she 
didn’t really like Greek appetizers. 
Where, I ask you, did this leave us? 

Luckily our server happened 
along to tell us the specials and, in 
no uncertain terms, vouched her 
enthusiasm for the evening's special, 
which came as a dinner for two. For 
$40, we'd enjoy a whole baked red 
snapper, imbued with the flavours 
of lemon, oregano and olive oil, 
served with Greek salad, roasted 
potatoes, vegetables and spinach. 
That solved our dilemma. 

Greek salad is not rocket science, 
people. When you mix up peppers, 
onions, tomatoes, cucumber, olives 
and feta together in a bowl, toss in 
some oil and vinegar and a little 
oregano, salt and pepper, you're 
probably going to come up with a 
decent Greek salad. Koutouki’s 
salad was amply provided with feta 
and teeming with sweet meaty 
tomato wedges. Two olives seemed 
a little stingy though. 

The rest of the meal could hardly 
be described as stingy. Much to my 
surprise, a red snapper is quite a 
large fish, its platter commanding 
most of the surface area our little 
table afforded. Out of respect for its 
family, our entrée’s opaque, bulging 
gaze was discreetly obscured by a 
wheel of lemon. The other dishes 


followed closely after until we really 
had to mind our elbows 

That snapper had not stayed in 
the oven a second too long, and it 
perfectly embodied all the paradox- 
es of baked fish—tender firmness, 
buttery meatiness, delicate fishiness. 
And a good thing too, because we 
sure had a lot of it. Our server 
brought extra lemon slices to flavour 
the toothsome flesh. Every forkful 
was a pleasure. ' 

I tried to concentrate primarily on 
the fish, but the lure of the side dish- 
es was hard to resist, particularly the 

garlicky roasted potatoes, and the 
tray of bright green steamed spinach 
served in oil and lemon juice with 
slices of tomato and cubes of feta. 
Another bowl held peas stewed in a 
thin tomato sauce that I wasn’t fussy 
about. 

There's no way to eat an entire 
baked fish ina hurry—you have to 
contend with fins, scales and a 
whole lotta bones. In this case, the 
extra effort forced us to take our 
time and, with frequent breaks for 
chat, we managed to work our way 
through almost the whole fish 
before the meal degenerated into 
curiosity about the mortal remains 
that now lay before us. As is her 
wont, my co-diner offered me $5 to 
eat something unpalatable, in this 
case the fish’s eye. I declined, as is 
my wont. 

The happy ending? Our feast felt 
like $40 well spent, and another per- 
son could easily have been served 
from the same amount of food. This 
and other distillations of the Master 
Narrative await you at Koutouki. 
Watch out for the bones.

doing two-hour sets. We're talking 
eight hours playing music, suggest- 
ing songs, dealing with girls, paying 
girls, dealing with the phone, dealing 
with customers, doing lights, and 
between it all, trying to do drugs, get 
your cock sucked, and keep the boss 
happy.” 4 

Scott, who sums up his role in the 
documentary Strip Club DJs, by 
Derrick Beckles, admits he got into 
the business for the “fringe bene- 
fits,” but ended up getting more 
fucked-up than fucked. At one of his 
lowest points, he is filmed cooking 
up cocaine over the same sink into 
which he pisses, in a shithole of a 
room in some strip club dive. 

Not exactly the dream job some 
guys might imagine. 

Sure, you have the power to make 
or break a girl’s set by using cel- 
lulite-enhancing red stage lights, or 
to make a girl suck your dick in 
return for a primo time slot. But 
you're also responsible for making 
sure the girls aren’t too drunk or 
high to get on stage and, just like 
strippers, you carry the stigma of 
the job into the “real” world.

“It's one reason why I’m still sin- 
gle,” laughs “Tom” who has worked 
as a disc jockey in Toronto strip 
clubs on and off for 15 years. “You 
strike up a conversation with a 
woman and as soon as she finds out 
what you do, forget it, you're auto- 
matically a creep. Or if she doesn’t 
have hang-ups about the job, she'll 
assume you're fucking all the girls.” 

As a result, Tom tells me, most 
strip club Dus end-up dating strip- 
pers or other women who work in 
the club, because they understand. 


EVERYBODY’S BITCH 

But that comes with its own prob- 
lems. “When you have a relationship 
with one girl, the other girls get jeal- 
ous or angry,” says another DJ from 
the film.

booth,” admits another stripper. 

That is, when they're not reading. 

Tom said he started bringing a 
book to work to pass the time after 
the initial novelty wore off. 

That was before strip club DJs 
were the hucksters they've become 
today. Back then, he retells, you 
simply introduced the girls and 
thanked them at the end of the set. 
Now, you have to be more of a 
salesman. 

Or a sports announcer. At least 
that’s what accidentally worked for 
Rick, when he stumbled into the job 
through Hire-A-Student, back in col- 
lege in Red Deer, Alberta. 

Talking to me over the phone 
from Calgary, Rick explains how the 
local biker bar needed a DJ and he 
applied, thinking it would be for the 
rock bar. But the owner took him 
downstairs to the strip club instead 
and asked Rick if he was comfy with 
a microphone. He had worked in col- 
lege radio, so next thing you know, 
Rick—who had never even seen a 
stripper before—was giving the 
play-by-play as Sandra Dee peeled 
her clothes off on stage. 

“She taking of her G-string, she’s 
on the floor. LOOK AT THAT!!” 

The guys in the bar figured it was 
his schtick. They loved it and got 
him so drunk afterward, he woke up 
the next morning in Sandra Dee’s 
hotel room. 

Nothing happened, though. 
Honest. 

In fact, against stereotype, Rick 
made a point of never getting 
involved with the dancers he worked 
with. 

He says he developed the greatest 
respect for women working in strip 
clubs, especially single mothers who 
were obviously willing to do whatev- 
er they had to in order to provide for 
their kids. Rick also worked for Child 
Find and Service Anonymous, an 
organization that helped get teen 
prostitutes off the streets. Not 
exactly your average strip club DJ 
profile. 

But Rick admits he was lucky. He 
mostly worked for higher-end clubs 
where he made good money and 
was treated like a star. 

“| was like a ringmaster,” Rick 
recalls. “I'd wear a suit and tie and 
get the crowd going.” 


THE NAKED TRUTH 

Unfortunately, he still had to live 
with the stigma once he returned to 
the outside world. Trained in 
electronics, he eventually tried to get 
a “real” job. He'd apply for an 





engineering position and the guys 


who interviewed him were often 


guys getting gunned down over 
cocaine—but that just went with the 
territory. 

Until it all came to a head. 

It was a hot night in the club, and 
Rick had the crowd nice and fired up 
when a woman approached and 
asked Rick to kick her husband out. 


This guy was one of the club’s best 
customers, but that was the prob- 
lem: they were living on welfare and 
her husband was spending all their 
money at the club. 

“1 told her | couldn't do it because 
her husband hadn't done anything 
wrong,” explains Rick. “Then | 


watched her go up and kneel on the 
floor beside her husband, who was 
seated at gynecology row, and beg 
him to come home. All of sudden, 
right there, | grew up 

That was Rick’s last day as a strip 
club DJ.

Brain trust 


Parents: let your kids decide—and leave 


their ambiguous genitals alone 


| AM A TWENTYSOMETHING LEGAL 
female. For the longest time, ! 
thought | was transgendered, as my 
build and tastes made me feel like a 
bisexual man in a woman’s body. 
(I'm 6’1” and pass for male with 
ease.) Just recently | had it con- 
firmed that | was actually born inter- 
sexed and “fixed” to be female, 











which made two decades of confu- 
sion suddenly make sense. 





I'm fine with third-gender status. 
But here’s the problem: | tend to be 
attracted to bi or gay guys, but these 
guys tend to view me as female once 
the clothes come off. The girl parts | 
have don’t really work, and (thanks to 
the wonders of modern medicine) | 
lack a proper rod. So how do | 
approach the issue of my real gender 
in a way a bi or gay guy can accept? 

Missing a Rod in Ohio 


Your letter has been sitting in my in- 
box for months, MARIO, taunting me, 
making me feel like a coward. 
Whatever | say to you, however tact- 
fully | attempt to say it, packs of howl- 
ing trannies are going to come at me

with meat cleavers. (And trannies 
aren't afraid to use ’em.) But | couldn't 
bring myself to delete your e-mail 
because | hate feeling like a fraidy-cat. 
Sooner or later | would have to work 
up the nerve to respond. 

Well, it’s midnight and I’m busting 
out a column in a bar on the North 
Side of Chicago (props to the Hopleaf) 
and | saw your letter and | figured, 
hell, if I'm going to get into trouble no 
matter how | answer your question, 
MARIO, why not answer it drunk? So 
after three courage-enhancing beers 
and two bartender’s-attractiveness- 
enhancing shots, here’s my advice, 
you legal female you... 

No, wait. First | probably need to 
give a little background briefing to any 
readers out there confused by your let- 
ter: MARIO, you see, was born a her- 
maphrodite—aw, shit, I’ve already 
pissed off the trannies. According to 
the website of the Intersex Society of 
North America (ISNA), “The word ‘her- 
maphrodite’ is a stigmatizing and mis- 
leading word,” as it “implies that a 
person is born with two sets of geni- 
tals—one male and one female—and 
this is something that cannot occur.” 

(Oh, and the intersexed are not tran- 
nies, so l’ve managed to piss off 
everyone in both groups already—and 
I'm still just doing background here!) 

An intersexed baby is born with one 
set of genitals, a sort of smashup of 
male and female bits. Most doctors 
encourage parents of babies with 
“ambiguous genitalia” to choose a 
gender and then surgically alter the 
newborn's genitals. The parents are 
instructed to never-telithe child he or 
she was born a he/she, lest they con- 
fuse the kid about his or her gender 
identity. But gender is an odd thing—it 
begins in the brain, not in the body or 
the chromosomes. Give a girl-brained 
kid male genitals and raise her as a 
boy and her mind will rebel against her 
assigned gender. Likewise, give a 
male-brained kid female genitals and 
raise him as a girl and he'll rebel 
against his assigned gender. 

That's why parents with intersexed 
newborns should leave their children’s 
genitals the hell alone; they shouldn't 
subject their babies to “the wonders of 
modern medicine.” Since there's no 
way of telling if an intersexed baby has 
a girl brain or a boy brain, odds are 
50/50 that the parents and the doc will 
choose the wrong gender. Two 
decades later you've got a very bitter 
adult on your hands, a man ora 
woman who feels lied to and mutilated 
and, thanks to the surgery he or she 
never consented to, may well be inca- 
pable of experiencing any sexual sen- 
sation at all—and that goes even if the 





parents and the doc selected the right 
gender! 

Instead of surgery, ISNA argues that 
an intersexed baby should be raised as 
a boy or a girl, with the understanding 
that the child may decide on a different 
gender identity later in life. Surgery is 
only to be performed “if and when the 
intersexed person requests it, and then 
only after she or he has been fully 
informed of the risks,” which can 
include “risk to life, fertility, conti- 
nence, and sensation.” While growing 
up with scrambled bits can be a drag, 
being an adult who’s incapable of 
experiencing any sexual sensation at 
all is a much bigger drag. And 
“parental distress,” one of the top rea- 
sons given for doing the surgery, “is 
not a sufficient reason to risk a child’s 
life, fertility, continence, and sensa- 
tion,” says ISNA. 

ISNA’s absolutely right. | agree 100 
per cent. You go, girls. And boys. | bet 
all the trannies and intersexed folks 
out there loved that part of the 
response. 

Now on to the part that will send 
them all running for their meat 
cleavers: MARIO wants to know how 
to “approach the issue of my real gen- 
der in a way a bi or gay guy can 
accept.” What MARIO means, of 
course, is this: “How do | tell gay and 
bi guys about my scrambled bits with- 
out scaring them off? What magic 
words will convince gay and bi guys 
who are attracted to me as a male to 
sleep with me after | tell them the big 
news?” Sorry, MARIO; but those 
magic words don’t exist. Most gay 
men want to be with other men, not 
with trannies, bois, the intersexed, or 
legal women who can pass for bi 
males. While it’s fine for you to be 
attracted. to gay and bi men, it doesn’t 
follow that gay and bi men are under 
any obligation to find you attractive. 
Harsh, | realize, but reality. There may 
be gay and bi men out there open to 
the idea of being with a lanky near- 
miss, MARIO, but those guys are 
going to be few and far between, and 
I'll bet you anything that none of them 
live in Ohio. If you want to score with 
the gay and bi dudes—born male or 
made male—! suggest you take those 
girl parts and that improper rod of 
yours to a place like, say, San 
Francisco, where FTMs (female-to- 
male transsexuals), the intersexed, 
and the men who love them are more 
vocal and visible. 


I'm a 19-year-old FTM who identifies 
as queer. My best friend used to 
make comments about being attract- 
ed to me when | was female and | 
always just shook it off because he 
was gay. Now that I’m not female 
anymore, | wonder. | think I’m in love 
with him now. | don’t want to make a 
fool out of myself by declaring how | 
feel just so he can tell me he doesn’t 
feel the same, but at the same time, 
it’s getting harder to keep my feel- 
ings to myself. Any advice would be 
much appreciated.
